career there,” he said. 

Ratcliffe has had a 
great history with Aus- 
tralian clubs. 

He began with Bris- 
bane City, joined St 
George in a $17000 
transfer deal and gave 
them five years’ exem- 
plary service. 

The Saints recouped 
the $17,000 when he 
moved on to Sydney 
Olympic in 1987. 

He went in a clear- 
ance in which the 
Saints also parted with 
former stalwarts John 
and Robert O'Shea, 
Terry Greedy and 
David Skeen. 

the move resulted 
in the only low point in 
a wonderful career. 

He was hit by in- 
juries and overall the 
Olympic deal did not 
work out. 

Ratcliffe received a 
free transfer, and 
joined Wollongong 
City, where he im- 
mediately became the 
backbone of the team. 

On top of that he 
was coach John Flem- 
ing’s right hand man. 

After the end of the 
season the Wollon- 
gong management 
tried to impose a not 
extortionate transfer 
fee, on the grounds 
that Ratcliffe had cost 
a signing on fee that 
they wanted to part re- 
coup, but Ratcliffe was 
displeased. 

At that stage St 
George manager 
Frank Arok needed a 
man of Ratcliffe's 
dimensions. 

Wollongong gave 
him a free, and Ratclif- 
fe masterminded their 
midfield as they 
reached up to a re- 
markable second place 
on the league with a 
low budget side. 

Ratcliffe landed 
back at St George Sta- 
dium on an incentive 
contract and without 
receiving a signing on 
fee. 

He said: “I have no 
option but to go to the 
Tribunal to seek my 
clearance. 

“All I want to do is 
play on, and end my 
career when I decide 
the right time has 
arrived. 

“The last thing I 
want is to be offside 
with any club.” 

Maybe some ex- 
traneous matter has in- 
fluenced the ‘no trans- 
fer’ decision. 

Tribunal members 
were unavailable last 
week, so the NSL has 
convened another 
meeting to deal with 
the affair.

Australian Soccer 
Weekly readers 
agree, but I've just 
about had a hand- 
ful of the pro- 
fessional “soccer” 
persons and the 
professional ‘‘Aus- 
tralians”.

fledged go at those 
who treat our great 
game and for that mat- 
ter great country, with 
what I believe to be 
the utmost disrespect. 

The professional 
“soccer’’ people are 
those in the business, 
media and administra- 
tive fields who build 
their careers, their 
status, their initial 
public acceptance on 
soccer’s shoulders — 
how they played the 
game or administered 
it at the highest level 
(in most cases badly), 
how they love the game 
ete, etc.. 

That is until they be- 
come accepted in the 
so called mainstream 
media or business 
world. 

Then they totally 
ignore the game, often 
putting it down in the 
most painful of man- 
ners and become for 
example North Sydney 
rugby league fans, 
Swans (VFL) suppor- 
ters, basketball fans of 
the Sydney Kings or 
whatever other game is 
the accepted ‘‘in 
thing” at the time. 

Not a word or dollar 
of support for soccer 
from their elevated 
positions or so called 
status. 

They’ve ‘made it” 
in the artificial world 
of society, business 
and sport and the last 
thing they want to be 
reminded of or associ- 
ated with is soccer, the 
sport that gave them 
their start.

fessionals who still 
make their token 
appearance at soccer's 
glamour events like 
the Bicentennial Gold 
Cup, so often on 
freebies of course.

Not good for the im- 
age to be associated 
with our game. 

I consider the pro- 
fessional ‘‘Aussie”’ 
who in most cases is 
also a “soccer” man 
not much better. 

To many he may 
well be considerably 
worse — that is up to 
them. 

The professional 
“Aussie” is someone 
who ‘‘calls Australia 
home” — when it suits 
him, 

Tf being an Aussie is 
the flavour of the 
month; like when we 
are beating the Poms 
at cricket, then they 


But when it doesn’t 
serve their purpose, 
like playing for their 
country, then they are 
not Aussies. 

I wonder — are they 
thorough pros at being 
Australian? 

I mentioned earlier 
that I hesitated long 
and hard before saying 
something publicly on 
asubject that quite 
frankly has stunned me 
for some time. 

I hesitated also be- 
cause two of the high- 
est profile professional 
Aussies — Craig John- 
ston and Tony Dorigo 
are sports people we 
all admire 
tremendously. 

They made it on 
their own in the tough 
world of English foot- 
ball and owe few for 
their success, least of 
all me. 

However,sthey do 
owe the country some- 
thing and they do owe 
the game a‘great deal.

Prompted me to go to

The first concerns 
Dorigo, published in 
the Sunday Telegraph 
some weeks ago. 

Headed ‘‘Tony’s 
Dream,” it was 
out of London on the 
eve of England's 
World Cup qualifier 
against Poland when 
Dorigo was a member 
of the England squad. 

“Tony Dorigo is set 
to realise a boyhood 
dream when he takes 
centre stage at the 
world’s premier soccer 
event, the World Cup, 
in Italy next year. 

“But the 23 year old 
Australian, born in 
Melbourne and raised 
in Adelaide, will not 
be wearing the green 
and gold shirt of his 
native country. 

“When he lines up 
with his teammates for 
the pre match cere- 


monies, the band will 
be playing God Save 
the Queen and he'll be 
wearing the red, white 
and blue of his 
adopted country, Eng- 
land.” 

Which is fair 
enough. 

Dorigo can play for 
whoever he likes and if 
it's England half his 
luck as along with Hol- 
land’s Graeme Rutjes, 
who was also born in 
Melbourne, he vies for 
the first Australian 
born player in with a 
chance to win ‘‘our’’ 
first World Cup win- 
ners’ medal in Italy 
next year. 

But then comes the 
crunch. 

“But he still consid- 
ers himself an Austra- 
lian at heart and fol- 
lowed with delight the 
recent success of our 
cricketers.”” 

Again I'm an Aussie 
when they are 
winning. 

Further ... “He 
still takes a close in- 
terest in Australian 
football and closely 
follows the fortunes of 
his two teams — Carl- 
ton in the VFL and 
Glenelg in South Aus- 
tralia”. 

Again, don’t associ- 

ate yourself with Aus- 
tralian soccer and not a 
word about Birkalla, 
Polonia or Adelaide 
City, the clubs of his 
formative years, 
And finally he was 
approached by Soccer- 
oo coach Frank Arok 
when he was about 19 
to join the Australian 
squad for home World 
Cup matches. 

“But I'd just got into 
the first team at Villa 
and Arok wanted me 
to take two months off. 
The club said no way 
and because I was 
trying to establish my- 
self I wasn’t left with 
much choice”. 


Firstly the Austra- 
lian side never has, 
and one doubts ever 
will be together for 
two months. 

Secondly Arok’s 
meeting with Dorigo 
didn’t mention the 
word Australia. 


TONY DORIGO — every country but Australia. 


Dorigo told Arok his 
first choice was Italy 
(for whom he was 
eligible as his paren- 
tage is Italian), second 
choice was England, 
then Scotland, for 
Dorigo’s international 
career. 

Australia didn’t rate 
a mention! 

Which again is Dori- 
go's right. 

But don’t then tell 
me you are a proud 
Aussie. 

Craig Johnston goes 
a step further than 
Dorigo. 

His famous quote 
“playing soccer for 
Australia would be 
like surfing for Eng- 
land” on “60 Minutes” 
with George Negus 
several years ago was a 
real below the belt 
swipe at Australian 
Soccer, lapped up by 
the Australian media 
who never miss the 
slightest opportunity 
to put our game down. 

Then came the 
“Australia has as much 
chance of beating 
Argentina in soccer as 
Argentina has of beat- 
ing Australia in cricket 
slag after Argentina 
won the last World 
Cup.” 

(Just two years after 
that comment, Austra- 
lia did beat Argentina 
4-1, but that’s another 
story). 

The came the launch 
of Craig’s book and a 
real go at the ASF 
administration which 
caused Craig to turn 
his back on even repre- 
senting Australia. 

But rather than 
name the officials con- 
cerned, it is all left up 
in the air with the stig- 
ma on everyone in our 
game.

“The soccer part of 
my life is now behind 
me, in fact I quite 
often turn games off 
on the television on 
the few occasions I 
watch it’’ and the 
punch line... “I am 
now a rugby league 
and surfing fanatic.” 
Mike lapped it up as 
did anyone out for 
soccer's blood for so long. 

Here was the highest 
profile soccer 
personality, the self 
made soccer star, tell- 
ing the world he has 
tumed his back on the 
game. 

One wonders what 
the thousands of 
talented soccer kids 
who idolise the 
achievements of Craig 
Johnston thought ab- 
out all that.
